ment, and praying for the Queen and Princeſs Sophia 3 
from bu firſt coming to Edinburgh, to bis Impriſonmert 
there; for hu ufing the Liturgy of the Church of Eng- 
land, in a Meeting-bouſe. | 


R. Fame: Greenſhields, a Gentleman, born and educated in North- 
Britain, being ordain'd a Presbyter in the Year 1694, went foomt 
thereafter to Ireland, and was immediately provided to a _Curez 

| and continued there in that Station ever ſince, until January laſt; 

when having a Deſire to viſit his Friends, he obtain'd a Licence ſa 
to do, from his Grace the Primate of all Ireland, in whoſe Dioceſs his Cure was: 

And being to return to his Country, to which he had been a Stranger for that time, 

he judged it proper to bring along with him Teſtimonials of his Loyalty to Het 

Ma jeſty, and Conformity tothe eſtabliſned Government both inChurch and State, 

and of living very ſuitable to his Miniſterial Character: Thefe be had in a very 

ample Form, from the Arch- biſhop, from the Arch-deacon, the Vicar- general, his 

own Rector, and a great many others of his Neighbouring Clergy and Gentry 3 

Soon after his Arrival at Edinburgh, he was inform'd of his Rector's Death, and 

that his Living was - ſupplied by one who intended to ſerve the Cure him- 

ſelf. In theſe Circumſtances, he began to conſidex that there were a good Num- 

ber of Perſons in Edinburgh well diſpoſed to the Church of England, and that à 

Meeting-houſe, where the Worſhip of that Church was uſed, would tend te 

the promoting of Piety and Religion, by affording a Place for ſuch to reſort to, 

for publick Worſhip, as did not attend: the Worſhip of the Pregbyterjan Church, 
nor keep Communion with it ; of which Number there were ſeveral Perſons 
and Families of Engliſt, who ſinge the Union, have ſettled here on Account of 
their Employments man art er For the Benefit of ſuch, and that 
he might in a Chriſtian and lawful Way make a Liychhood for himſelf and big 
Family of ſeven Children, he hired a private Chamber in the Canongate, an 
there genen to x few.

the Place ſent for his Landlord, and endeavour'd to diſſwade him from allowing 
Mr. Greenſhields to uſe his Chamber for a Houſe of Meeting, menacing him 
with heightning his Taxes, if he did; and what farther Uneaſineſſes both might 
have met with, he can only conjecture from his Ulage fince, In themean time; 
finding a more convenient Houſe in Edinburgh, he with. ſome of his Friends met, 
and treated with the Owner, and agreed,upon the Rent, and to prevent any 
ound of Quarrel, as to their Bargain, he was openly and plainly told, that 
T. Greenſhields was to uſe it for a Meeting-houſe, and was deſired to take 
down the Partitions for that End. To this he agreed, but refuſed to be at the 
Charge, and deſired Ar. Creenſhields might do it himſelf, and be 
- oblized to put it in the ſame Order he found it at his leaving it, 
hich, was agreed to. Afrer Mr. Greenſhields had been at ſome Charge in 
ring up the Houſe for bis Purpoſe, he began to have publick Worſhip in it; 
upon which the Miniſters of the Preslyterian Church then in Town took the 
Alarm; the Presbytery of Edinburgh met and apply d to the Magiſtrates, asithey 
often do, to put a Stop to the Mecting-houſes, but particularly fuch as had the 
Engliſh Service, and in the firſt place that of Mr. Greenſhields; but at the ſame 
time, it was told to ſeveral Perſons, that if the Service of the Church of England 
was laid aſide, no Epiſcopal Miniſſer, tho' not qualify'd by Law, ſhould be 
diſturb'd.; for their Zeal for the civtt Government was, it ſeems laid aſide for 
that time; [A. ] But it appearing difficult to reach Ar. Greenſhields, a Perſon 
ualify'd by taking the Oaths of Allegiance and Abjuration, and praying for 
Queen and Princeſs Sophia ; One of the Town Captains was ſent to his 
Meet ing-houſe, probably to pick up ſomewhat that might be a Ground to pro- 
ceed againſt him on; but in his Sermon he meddled with no Point that might 
give Offence, nor ever does; ſo that to proceed againſt him at laſt, was found 
impracticable: After this, there is an Inſinuation made to an eminent Perſon in 
the Government, that if Mr. Greenſhields proceeded, a Mob could not be preven- 
ted, and Ar. Greenſbieldt was moved by that Perſon to deſiſt for a Time ; but 
he being ſatisfied in his Conſcience, that he acted nothing contrary either to his 
Loyalty, or to Religion, civillyrefuſed, relying on the Juſtice o the Govern» 
ment for Protection as a free Subject; becauſe, tho Prechtery be eſtabliſhed, yet 
there is no Law againſt their Epiſcopal Meetings, or making uſe of the Liturgy 
ef. the Church of England in them; and this his Reſolution he communicated 
to the Lord Provoſt of Edinburgh, and cray'd his Protection, who told him, he 
de ſign d to give him no Trouble, but fear d he might meet with it. i 


When theſe Methods failed, another Stratagem was uſed. The Owner of 
the Houſe being a Presbyterian, and (as appears by the Sequel) a weak Man, 
was practiſcd upon, to apply to the Dean of Guild, by a Petition, repreſentin 
that he had lett a Houſe to Mr. Greenſhields, only for the Accommodation of 
his Family, and that, contrary to Agreement, he had altered the Form of his 
Houſe, by taking down the Partitions ; and by bringing in Crowds, did 
endanger the Falling of the Houſe: Upon this Fetition, eee

Mr. Greenſpields to ſee it in common Form, or allowing him an Opportunity

dreſſed himſelf firſt Privately, and then by a Petition to the Dean of Gaild, 
ſhewing the- groſs Falſhood of his Landlord's Petition, and offering by Wit- 
neſſes of undoubted Credit, to prove not only that at letting the Houſe, the 


Leſſor did fairly agree to its being made a Meeting-houſe, but did ſo far con- 
cur as to go along to the Carpenter, and give Directions how to take down the 
Partitions, and how to diſpoſe of them; and deſiring, to be reſtor'd to the Poſ- 


ſeſſion of his Houſe, till the Truth ſhould be examined on both ſides, it being 


contrary to the very Nature of Jultice, to condemn a Perſon without hearin 


him: But all this was to no Purpoſe ; Mr. Greenſhiclds was ſtill put off wich 


Delays, without any Hopes of Redreſs. 


In the mean time Mr. Greenſhields hired another Houſe, and continued to 
have Worſhip in it; ſo that all the former Devices failing, the laſt Effort was 


to be made; in Order to which, Mr. Greenſhields is Summoned to appear before 
the LB] Preslytery of Edinburgh, to give Account of himſelf, as it was Called. 


At bis Appearance, he produced the Teſtimonials above-mentioned, with bis 
Letters of [C] Ordination, Reviſed and Approved by the Eord Primate of all 


} 


Ireland, and by two other Biſhops there, as appeared by their ſeveral Dockets ' 
and Subſcriptions on the Back of the Letters; and having thereby anſwered 
all he judged he was bound to do, he told them, he had in a Chriſtian man- 
ner given them Satisfaction, that he was no Vagabond; and that ſince it was 
plain, by his Credentials, he was a Miniſter of the Communion of the Church, 
of England, he conceived, as ſuch, he was not ſubject to their Juriſdiction, 


and therefore declin d their Authority, and thereupon Proteſted :-But,. being 


deſired to dictate his Proteſtation to the Clerk, he cnlarged in the manner, 
contained in the Act hereto ſubjoined; in which, if there is any thing leſs

conſidering it was dictated Ex tempore, and whiles the poor Gentleman, a 


Stranger, was placed in the Mids of a Crowd, he had Reaſon to believe, were 


his inveterate Enemies, and the Chief of which were daily in their Sermons: 


= inveighing againſt the Worſlip he uſed, and in a Place where the bare Di- 


recting the Gentleman how to do, in Form, what be intended to do, was a 
lieinous Crime, deſerving no leſs than Commitment to Priſon ; fo abſolute is 
that great Judicature, After Mr. Greexſhields had made his Proteſtation, he 
was removed, and they proceeded againſt him by making the Act hereto ſub- 


join d, he having a ſecond. time adhered to his Proteſtation. The Executicn 


of the Act being remitted to the Magiſtrates of Edinburgh, ſome Days after, 
they called before them Mr. Greenſbielde, to notify the Sentence of Presbytery a- 
gainſt him, and demanded if he. was reſolved to ſubmit to it; in Anfwer to

which, he told them, that 1 declined the Authority of the Court, he

would not act conſonant to himſelf, if he did; upon which, he was dilcharged 


to preach, ; under Pain of Impriſonment: But truſting to the Juſtice of his 
"Caufe, becauſe he offended againſt no Law, he had puhlick Worthip in his 


Meeting-houſe the Sand following. In the mean time, ſome Perſons of more 
than ordinary Zeal, would, it ſeems, have a Share in their Way of ſuppreſſing 
Mr. Greenſhields's Meeting-houſe; and to that end, on Saturday, about 7 or 8 at 


Night, one comesto his Lodgings, and delivers the 1 herewith printed, 


to his Landlady, who carried it immediately into bis Chamber, where he 


opened it, and toon diſcovering the Strain of it, went to enquire for the Beater; 


but he had ſlipp'd away, pretending he would return for an Anſwer. 

Mr. Greenſhields having, as has been told, continued to officiate in his 
Meeting-houſe, he was again ordered to appear before the Magiſtrates the 
DIP following, where he was asked, If he had 5 the preceding 
Sunday? and, for Anſwer, told, That. ſince, at his laſt Appearance, they had 
notiſied to him, that his Preaching would be a Crime for which he was to be 
inipriſon'd, he judg'd he was not bound to be his own Accuſer; but, if he 
was in any thing criminal, he hoped to have the common Benefit of ſeeing, ta 
Writing, what was laid to his Charge, that he might prepare his Defences. 
This was refuſed ; and the Magiſtrates, without allowing him to be preſent; 
examin'd ſome little Underlings, that had been ſent to peep into his Meetings 
Houſe, and they deponed, they ſaw him officiating. Upon which, he bein 
again calFd in, he thought it was in vain to deny what they had proved; a 
he had no Deſign of denying, except for Form- ſaxe. Upon which, they imme 
diately order'd him to Prifon ; where he now lies, until the fultice of the 
Government interpoſe for his Releaſement. 7 2

Archbiſhop Sharp. *Tis truly Jeſuitical ; and tho' it may have been deſign'd 
only to frighten, yet tis a bad Practice for Men to uſe themſelves to be too 
familiar with ſuch Threatnings : If they have Courage enough, they may come 
at laſt to put in Execution either upon tliemſelves, or others, and to end their 
Days with a-Haltcr, Though it were hard to load a Party with what is only 
the Fault of a Few, yet it is a great Reflection on any Society of Men, to have 
Perſons of this Kidney nurſed among them. The World is apt to think ſome- 
thing is Taught, or laid. in that way that raiſes up ſome to ſuch a Ferment; and 
this is not only the preſent Inſtance, ſome have pretty openly expreſſed them- 
ſelves after this manner, on this prefent Occaſion : If Providence do lay them 
more open, it's fit for the Security of Her Majeſty's Lieges, they have a publick 
Mark to be known by, that like mad Dogs they may be avoided.

"Y i blies, manifeſtly contrary to the foreſaid Purity and Uniformity, which are 
= Eſtabliſhed by the Acts above-mentioned, the Introduction whereof was not ſo 

much as once attempted, even during the late Prelacy.

the Churches Juriſdiction is thus reſtricted over Miniſters and Preachers, 
admitted and continued within their Communion, does evidently appear from 
the 23d Act of the Parliament holden in Anno 1693. Yea farther, ſo careful 
are our Laws of giving their Protection to all Miniſters and Preachers of the 
Goſpel that are qualified to the Civil Government, that albeit they do not 
Subicribe the Confeſſion of Faith, own and acknowledge the preſent Government 
of this Church, nor do obſerve the ſame Uniformity of Worthip, that the preſent” 
Government does enjoin and practiſe, as is required by the forclaid 23d Alt, 
which concerns only Miniſters in Churches, and thoſe of the Churches Com- 
munion, as faid is; yet the ſamen is diſpenſed with, and the Law in ſo far 
derogate from, by poſterior Laws, and particularly by the 27th Act of Parliament, 
holden in Anno 1695, .whercby tis provided and declared, That all Miniſters 
who ſhall duly qualify themſelves, by taking the Oath of Allegiance, and Sub- 
{cribing the Aſſurance, without Impoſing upon them the other Qualifications 
mentioned in the faid 23d Act of the Parliament 1693, with reſpect to the 
Church Government, and Form of Worſhip, ſhall * the Governments 
Protection, as to their Kirks, Bencfices, and Stipends, Which Act in favors of 
the ſaids Miniſters is ratified by the Alt 2d, of the Parliament 1700.

And if the Law does thus 
diſpence with the want of Uniformity of Worſhip, in favours of Miniſters in the 
Poſſeſſion of Churches, and protects them in their Rights and Benefices, not- 
withſtanding of theforeſaid 234 Act in Anno 1693, which inay be ſaid to Com- 
prehend them; Then much leſs can the ſaid Act, with reſpect to what it

out their Communion, who have their Freedom to choiſe what Form or Manner 
of Divine Worſhip they think nioſt agreeable, providing the ſame be not dif- 
charged by the Civil Authority. Quarlo, The reſtraining of Mens Liberties 
without a legal Ground, is ſuch a horrid Injuſtice to Nature, (Liberty and 
Freedom being the molt valuable Intereſts*of Mankind) That the Laws of all 
Nations and humane Societies do anxiouſly provide for the Security of Liberty, 
by inflicting of ſevere Puniſhments upon the Unjuſt Reſtrainers thereof. And

Kirk, learnedly confuted all he had ſaid, by this one poſitive Aſſertion, That 


an exauctorated Biſhop has no more Power to ordain a Mini ſter, than a Ballad-cryer in 
the Streets ; and this was ſupported by another Lord's Opinion, That be had no 


more Power to Ordain, than a depos d Colonel or Captain of Horſe has to give (ommiſ.- 
ſions to Subalterns; ſo that upon the whole, my Bill was refus'd, and I bereft 


if all hopes that way; ſo that I am forc'd to Appeal to Her Majeſty and the 
Houſe of Lords, from whoſe great Equity, Moderation, and Juſtice, I hope for 
that Redreſs, which I am ſo unhappy as not to be able to obtain in my Native 
Country. For, beſides the hardſhip of my Caſe in particular; I preſume to ſay, 
if my Perſecutors are permitted to treat my Epiſcopal Brethren, as they do, 
ad libitum, and with Impunity, I am afraid they will attempt the Revival of 

their old Solemn League and Covenant, For, that many of them think that Mill 
binding on em, the following Inſtance, amongſt many others, may evince, 
At Stirling, within theſe ten Weeks, they were placing a Miniſter ; Logan, who 


was the Preacher, and examin'd the new Intrant, ask'd him amongſt many other 


Queſtions in the Church of Stirling, many Hundreds preſent, Whether he belier/d 
that the National, and Solemn League, and Covenant, 4s it was binding upon their 
Fathers, who took it, ſo alſo it was equally binding upon them? And he was anſwer d, 
He belicv d it was ; which is down-right Treaſon, and contrary to many Acts of 


Parliament unrepeal'd. So that 1 think it may well be fear'd, that reſtlefs 
Tribe, who are of this Opinion, may once again attempt the Reformation of 


the Church of England to their Model, and endeavour to propagate the ſame 
Rebellious Notions in the Southern parts of the Iſland. So that a Toleration of 
Epiſcopal Miniſters here, ſeems to be highly Neceſſary for the Preſervat ion of the 
Peace and Union of both Kingdoms, the Arier of Her Majeſty, and Safety of 
the Church happily eſtabliſhed in England.

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To the Right Honourable the Lords of Council and Seſſion, the 
PETITION of Mr. James Greenſhields, Miniſter of the Goſpel, 


Humbly  Sheweth, 


FN your Petitioner having preſented a Bill of Suſpenſion to your Lordſhips; 
| of a Sentence of Impriſonment pronounced againft me, by the Magiſtrates 
of Edinburgh, whereupon I being now detained in Priton theſe nine or ten 
Weeks, my Bill did therefore bear a Charge to put at Liberty, 

Your Lordſhips were pleaſed to refuſe niy Bill upon this ground, that I was 
not a Miniſter, having been ordained by an Exauctorate Biſhop. 

In my Bill of Suſpenſion, I did lay before your Lordſhips, the Reaſon of my 
being in this City, and what induced me to perform Divine Worſhip after the 
Form of the Church of England in this place: And did endeavour to make it 
clear and evident, that there is no Law againſt the performing of Divine 
Worſhip in that manner, and conſequently no Tranſgreſſon; fo there was no 
Law or Statute impowering the preſent eſtabliſhed Church of Scotland, to profe- 
cute and judge one duly. qualified to the Government, for Exerciſing the Office 
of the Miniſtry in a private way, being Blameleſs in his Life, and Orthodox in 
his Doctrine. But it never entered my Thought, that your Lordſhips would 
have taken notice of, or queſtioned the Validity of my Ordination. And ſeing 
that your Lordſhips did go ſolely and allenuarly upon that ground, and find me 
to be not a Miniſter but a Lay-man, as having received my Ordination from an 
Exauctorate Biſhop, and therefore refuſed my Bill. 

I do, with all Submiſſion, take leave to reclaim againſt your Lordſhips Sen- 
tence, upon the foreſaid ground, and ſhall endeavour to make it evident to 
your Lord(hips ; firſt, that the Validity of my Ordination was not the ground 
that regularly your Lordſhips ſhould have had under conſideration at the advi- 
ſing of my ſaid Bill. And then, 2h. That my ſaid Ordination is as valid as the 
Ordination of any other Miniſter of the Goſpel whatſoever. 

For clearing of the firſt, I muſt beg your Lordſhips Patience to inform you, 
that upon the 2d day of September laſt, I was cited to compear before the Prefs 
Iytery of Edinburgh, only to give an account of my ſelf, as being a Stranger in the 
Place, and taking upon me to exerciſe the Office of the holy Miniſtry, and 
conveen People to hear me, without the Authority of any Judicatory; as the 
Copy herewith produced will inſtruct. I did very readily comply with 
the Preſbytery, ſo far as to compear, and did produce to them my Letters 
of Orders, by the late Biſhop of Roſs in Scotland: and my Letters of 
Cure to the Church of Tynan in Ireland, by his Grace the late Lord Primate 
of all Ireland, approved of at ſeveral Viſitations. As alſo very ample Cer- 

tikcates, by his Grace the preſent Lord Primate of all Ireland, and under 
bis Archiepiſcopal Seal, and from his Vicar-General, and others of the Clergy 
of the Pioceſs of Armagh ( wherein J gxerciſed my Miniſterial 2 
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of my Qualifications and good Na there, for the ſpace of twelve 
Years; and of my good Affection to Her Majeſty and Her Government, 
which is alſo atteſted under the hands of ſeveral Honourable Gentlemen of the 
Pariſh where I ſerved the Cure, and the Ncighbourhood thereof, which 1 did 
think fully anſwered the Reaſon of my being cited before them. But the 
proceeding farther to queſtion nie, with reſpect to ſome Acts of their Com- 
miſſions of Aſſemblies, I neither knowing, nor being concerned to know any 
thing of tlieſe Maiters, they being no Laws or Statutes of this Realm, nor 
being Cited to any ſuch Purpoſe, I did therefore decline their Juriſdiction ; 
upon which they forthwith proceeded, and gave Sentence, diſcharging me 
to preach, within the Bounds of thar Presbytery, And the Reaſons of their 
Sentence are; Fir/f, becauſe of my high Contenipt of their Authority, in decli- 
ning their Juriſdiction. And Seeondly, Becauſe J was introducing 4 Form of 
Worſhip contrary to the Purity and Uniforinity of the Worſhip of this Church 
eſtabliſhed Iy Law, without their Allowance ; as appears, from a true Copy 
thercot hercunto ſubjoined. But none of the Reaſons given for their Sentence 
is, becauſe my Ordination is invalid, as flowing from an Exauctorate Biſhop, 
albcit they do mention in their Sentence, that I did produce an Act of Ordi- 
nation by an Exauctorate Biſhop, but do not give that as any of the Reaſons 
thereof. And the Magiſtrates of Edinburgh do not, in the leaſt, meddle in 
the Caſe, as would appcar by their Sentence; but they refuſe to give me an 
Extract thercof, as an Inſtrument requiring it, herewith produced, will teſtify, 
but ſimply interpoſe their Authority to the Presbyteries Sentence, and for zlledg- 
ed Contra ven ion thereof, have put and detained nie in Piifon, now theſe ten 
Weeks as aforcſaid. | 

This being the true State of the Charge & Sentences againſt me, it is evident, 
that the foreſaid Reaſon of your Lordſhips refuſing my Bill, is not the Cauſe 
of the ſaid Sentenccs pronounced againſt me, either by the Presytery or the Ma- 
giſtrates; and had this been taken notice of by your Lord(hips, at adviſing 
of my Bill, it could not have been poſſibly refuſed upon any ſuch Reaſon ; for 
when a Suſpenſion of a Sentence or Decreet is offered to your Lordſhips, the 
Sentence is to be conſidered accoding to its Tenour, as it ſtands, and no ways. 
to be ſupported and confirmed with any other Reaſons than ſuch, whereupon 
it proceeds: And therefore, I conclude, that the Magiſtrates of the good 
Town have not exhibit to your Lordſhips, more than they'l do to me, the 


Sentence whereupon their Warrand for my Impriſonment proceeded ; bur, 


from what Reaſons I leave your Lordſhips to judge, they have induſtriouſly 
amuſed your Lordſlups in their Anſwers to my Bill, by founding upon Rea- 
ſons altogether Foreign and Extraneous to the Purpoſe. And therefore, I mutt 
plead the Benefit of your Lordiſhips Juſtice, that ye will be pleaſed to re-conſider 
my Caſe, and Examine the Sentence of the Magiſtrates, and their Warrand of 
Impriſonment, as they ſtand ſupported with their own Reaſons z ſo that I may 
not be detained in Priſon, and be deprived of my Natural Liberty, and of all 
the-Benefity thereof, upon a Reaſon, for which J am under no Sentence And:

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I am the more hopeful that your Lordſhips will comply with fo juſt a De

The Power and Faculty of Preaching the Goſpel, Adminiſtring Sacraments;

Faith to the Jaylor, and then Baptized him and all his Family, And from 


the Apoſtles were continued downwards in an un- interrupted Succeſſion, the 
Biſhops, Presbyters and Deacons in the Chriſtian Church, who performed the 
Offices of their Reſpective Functions, without regard to the Magiſtrates Prohi- 


bition or Reſtraint, And when the State became Chriſtians, Athana ſius and 


many Catholick Biſhops were Exauctorated under the Arian Perſecution, by. 


Cenſtantius, Valence and others; and yet the Ordinations and other Deeds 


of theſe Exauctorated Biſhops were not only ſuſtained Valid, but highly 


approved.

By all which it appears, that the Laws then in being, did both condemn the 
Religion, and diſcharge the Offices; yet, for all their being thus Exauctorate 


by the Secular Power, and hindered from enjoying Benefices, and other Ex- 


ternal things that depend upon Civil Government, their Acts of Ordination, 
Churchmen do agrce in. | : ;

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Then, as to his Orders, upon which he > its fo much, Aſter be had laid his 
pretended Orders before them to jultity his being a legally ordain'd Miniſter, 
upon Examination they found them to be contrary to Law, ſince he had no 
Orders but what he had receivd from the Biſhop of Roſs, after he had been 
depriv'd, and laid aſide with the other Biſhops by King and Parliament; fo 
that the Presbytery could do no leſs than look upon his Orders to be illegal, ſince 
his ſaid Orders bore that he was ordam'd a Presbyter, according to the Rites 
aud Uſages of the Church of Scotland ; for by Parl. 1. M. and A. Sel. 1. Act 5, 
long before. that time, Presbytery was enacted to be the only Government of 
Chriſt's Church in that Kingdom. Beſides, tis very well known, that the 
exauctorate Biſhops gave no Orders to any Man after they were laid aſide, but 
with a particular Spite againſt the Civil Government; and that they did ſwear, 
moſt, or all of thoſe whom they ordain'd to the late King James, and ſince his 
Death to the Pretender: So that the Presbytery had very good Reaſon upon 
that Account to look on his Orders as illegal. Nor has Mr. Greenſhiclds's 
Converſation, ſince he came laſt to Scotland, given any good reaſon to think 
that he is not of the ſame difloyal Principles with the exauctorated Bifhaps ;

ning all Eccleſiaſtical Mectings and Matters to be propos d and determin'd therein, as 
they in their Royal Mi ſdom 2 think fit; which Ace, Orders and Conſtitutions, 
being recorded in the Books of Council, and duly publiſh'd, were ts be ob ſerv d and 
obcy'd by all Subjefls, any Att, Law or Cuſtom to the contrary notwithſtanding, Now 
let Mr, Greenſhields and his Faction give us any realon, if they can, according 
to this Act, which was agrecd to by all the Biſhops wn Scotland, and their Party, 
without any Proteſtation, as their declar'd Principle, why they ought not as 
well to ſubmit to an Act of Queen Ann and Her Parliament as to the Perſonal 
Acts of King Charles and his Succeſſors, who were by this Statute left at liberty 
to diſpoſe of the Government of the Church, and to emit ſuch Conſtitutions, 
AQs, and Orders concerning the Adminiſtration of it, the Perſons to be im- 
ploy'd in it, and concerning alt Eccleſiaſtical Meetings, and Matters to be 
propos'd and determin'd therein, as they ſhould think fit; and whether ſince 
the Qucen and Parliament have depriv'd the late ScotsBiſhops of their Authority, 
any Act of theirs can be valid in Law, They can have no other Argument 
againſt this, but that the Qucen is not King Charles II's legal Succeſſor, and 
by Conſequence that Her Majeſty and Her Parliaments have no Authority; but 
whether ſuch Perlons deſerve the Protection of a Government, which they will 
not own, let any Man judge. His Explanation of the Act by which he would 
avoid the force of the Argument, as if it were only excluſive of any other Foreign 
Power, and juſtiſying the Application of the Civil Power to the Caſe then in Hand, 
is both Nonſenſe and Falſhood, for the Kings Power was not Foreign; and there- 
fore tis Nonſenſe to ſay that the Act was to exclude any ether Foreign Poner, 
and to aſſert that it only juſtify d the Application of the Civil Power to the 
Caſe then in hand, is falſe, for it ſettl'd it in his Majeſty and Succeſſors for 
time to come, and for all Eccleſiaſtical Meetings and Matters to be propos'd 
and determin d, nor is there one word in that Act about reſtoring Epiſcopacy 
as the Government moſt agreeable to the Word of God, as he alledges, or of 
making it perpetual ; but on the contrary, the ordering; and diſpoſal of the 
external Government and Policy of the Church is left to his Majeſty and Suc- . 
ceſſors, as in their Royal Wiſdom they ſhould think fit. *Tis true indeed, 
that in the Act for reſtoring of Biſhops 7 Years before this, tis ſaid they find 
Epiſcopacy to be the Church. Government moſt agreeable to the Word of God; 
but ſince this latter Act is poſitive, without ſo much as a ſaving Clauſe in 
favour of, Epiſcopacy, tis certain his Majeſty and his Succeſſors had by this 
Act a Power to alter that Government, and to introduce =y other as they 
thought fit. And by the ſecond Act of the ſecond Seſſion of Parl. 1. Cap. 2. 


__ Thoſe who ſpoke any thing againſt his Eccleſiaſtical Supremacy were to be 


depriv'd of all Poſts, Eccleſiaſtical, Civil or Military, and to be liable to othex 
Penalties. 

For what he alledges, of King Charless Explanation of the Teſt Act, That he 
never intended to intrench upon the intrinſick and Spiritual Power of the Clergy, 
cis nothing at all to the purpoſe ; for the King acknoyledg'd no Power Pb 

Ree Ste MM ng What 
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what they deriv'd from himſelf; and every one knows, that ſeveral of the 


Epiſcopal Clergy were depos'd by his Authority, for not complying with: the 
faid Teſt. Beſides, no Man who knows any thing of our Conſtitution, will 
offer to ſay that the Kings private Explanation was of equal Validity with an 
Act of Parliament: And ſince this Act was made with the Concurrence and 
Conſent of the Scots Biſhops, and their Party, let them anſwer Greenſhields 
Reflection of joining Hue with Eraſtus, and training beyond him into. the Execrable 
Principles of Hobs ; for. the Church of Scotland is no ways concern'd in it, ſince 
they obtain'd the Repeal of this Act, by AZ 3 and 4 Parl. 1. of William and 
Mary, which the Epiſcopal Party never attempted, tho' they act now in ditect 
Oppoſition to it, as well as to the preſent Laws; but if they be given to ſuch 
Changes, the Government is not oblig'd to follow them. Beſides, that Ex- 
planation he inſiſts upon, in favour of Epiſcopacy, was by the D. of York and 
the Privy Council, and not by the King, which it ought to have been by the 
Act above mentioned; otherwiſe it could be of no Force, nor is his Majeſties 
Conſent ſo much as Nam'd in it, or if it had, there was no Law in Scotland 
giving Power to the King and Council, to explain Acts of Parliament; eſpecially 
when the Parliament that made the Teſt, was ſtill in Being; beſides, tis 
apparent, that the ſaid Explanation was contriv'd in ſuch Equivocal Terms, 
as to leave Papiſts or others, at Liberty to Swear to the Confeſſion of Faith, 
and the Articles of the Teſt, in what ſenſe the Court thought fit to allow them; 
and in that very Oath, they were oblig'd, Not to Conveen in any Councils, 
Conventions or Aſſemblies, to Treat, Conſult, or Determine in any matter of State 
Civil or Eccleſiaſtick, without his Majeſties Special Command, or expreſs Licence had 

thereto; and that they ſhould never decline his Majeſties Power and Juriſdittion, as 
the only Supream Governour of that Realm, over all Per ſons, and in all Cauſes, as well 
Ecclefraftick as Civil: So that allowing his Majeſty had conſented to this 
Explanation, yet if he had alter'd his Mind, (and every one knows he was 
apt enough to change,) they were oblig'd by this Oath, not to decline his Juri ſ— 
diftion ; but, on the contrary, to maintain, aſſiſt, and defend him in it to the utmoſt 
of their Power, againſt all Mortals, nit haut the leaft Salvo for the Lans then in being, 
or the Confl itut ion of Church and State. And as we have mention d already, his 
Majeſty was ſo far from not intrenching upon the intrinſick Power of their 
Church, that he turn d out ſeveral Epiſcopal Miniſters for not taking this Teſt; 
and which is ſufficient to ſhew the prevarication and falſhood of Greenſhields 
and his Advocate, thoſe Epiſcopal Miniſters did, in their Reaſons for refuſing 
the Teſt, which they publiſh'd in print, ſhew that they underſtood the King to 
have an Abſolute Power by the Act above mention d, in the external Govern- 
ment and Policy of the Church, and in all Eccleſiaſtical Meetings and Matters; 
and therefore ſaid they could not take that Oath, becauſe if a King ſhould 


be Popiſh, that Abſolute Power would be very prejudicial to the Proteſtant 


Intereſt. we” 
To return to Mr, Greenſbield: Ordination, we cannot but take Notice of bis 


contradicting himſelf in that matter, pag. 22. Where he declines the W 
| | 0 
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of the Presbytery of Edinburgh, and ſays he was Ordain'd a Miniſter of the 

Church of England, and has been of that Communion ever ſince, which is a 

Notorious Falſhood. Since he owns himſelf, that he was O1dain'd a Presbyter 

of the Church of S-otland, by a depriv'd Biſhop ; and the like is own'd pag. 5. 
of his Caſe, that his Ordination makes him a Miniſter of the Scots Epiſcopal 

Church. Now, evcry one knows, that neither of theſe Churches pretended to 
any Juriſdiction over one another, and that they quite difter'd in their Conſti- 
tution, Government, Diſcipline, and Form of Worſhip. Beſides, twas no 
great Argument of Mr. Greenſhields Eſteem of the Communion of the Church of 
England, to take Ordination from a Scots depriv'd Biſhop, when he might have 
had Epiſcopal Ordination from a Church of England Bithop, lyable to no ſuch 
Objection, by Travelling as far as Durham, or Carliſle, as others did. But he 
rather choſe to Liſt himſelf under the Scots Exauctorated Biſhops, who were 
profeſs'd Enemies to the Civil Government, and particularly the Biſhop of Roſs 
that Ordain'd him; who was one of the 12 Scots Biſhops, that on the Third of 
November, 1688, Sign'd an Addreſs to the late K. James, wherein they declar'd 
againſt the Prince of Oranges Deſign to reſcue theſe Nations from Popery and 
Slavery, and pray'd, That his Majeſty might have the Hearts of his Subjełis, and 
the Necks.of his Enemies, as *tis inſerted in the London Gazette, No. 2398, dated 
the 10th of November 1688. Now, ſince Her preſent Majeſty, was by the 
Faction reckon'd one of the late Kings Enemies, becauſe from the Senſe of 2 
Superior Obligation to God, Her Religion and Country, She Countenanc'd 
thoſe who took Arms againſt him, and actually fled to them for Protection, it 
argues an unuſual Piece of Confidence in Mr, Greenſhjelds, to appeal to Her 
Majeſty, and the Houſe of Lords, to juſtify his Ordination by a Bithop legally 
depriv'd, and one too, who pray'd to God, that the late King might have it in 
his Power to cut off Her Majeſties Head; 

He inſiſts, in Defence of his Ordination, pag. 17. That the Act of Parliament, 
aboliſhing Epi [copacy, can never be ſapposd any manner of way to affect, far leſs to 
depoſe them of the Exerciſe of thoſe Spiritual Powers that are intrinſick to their Office; 
and that ther eſore whatever Spiritual Powers they exerciſe among thoſe who ſubmit unto 
them, muſt needs be unexceptionably valid, notwithſtanding an Att of State aboliſhing 


their Order, | 5 
But the Reply is eaſie, That the Scots Biſhops and their Party, as appears b 


the Act of Parliament formerly quoted, laid no Claim to any ſuch intrinſic 

Power in the Epiſcopal Office, but on the contrary, declar'd it to be inherent 
in the Crown, and that the King and his Succeſſors might order and diſpoſe 
the External Government and Policy of the Church, and publiſh ſuch Orders 
concerning the Adminiftration of it, and the Perſons to be imploy'd in it, as 
they thould think meet; and accordingly, by the firſt Act of the ſecond Seſſion, 
of the firſt Parliament of King Charles Ii. which reſtor d Epiſcopal Govern- 
ment, the Power of Ordination is mention'd among other things; and ſince 
this Act was repeal'd by the third Act of the firſt Seſſion, of the firſt Parlia- 


ment of Wiliaw and Mam, which aboliſh'd Prelacy, and the oy of 
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Church Officers above Presbyters, *tis Aale, that no Biſhop has a Power to 
Ordain any Presbyter in Scotland, ſince that Power was taken from them by an 
Authority cqual to that which gave it them. For what he ſays in Oppoſition 
to this, pag. 17. That the Biſhops of England have allow'd the Deeds of their 
depriv'd Bithops to be valid, he ought to have given Inſtances to prove the 
Truth of the Fact, otherwiſe we have no Reaſon to believe, that the preſent 
| Biſhops of England, would allow any of the depriv'd Biſhops to Ordain a Pres- 

bytcr of the Church of England; for that were a way to perpetuate the Schiſm 
which is founded upon diſowning the Civil Government: They are better ac- 
quainted with the Act of Submiſſion of their Predeceffors to Henry VIII. chan to 
run the riſque of a Premunire by ſo doing; fo that *tis a very awkward Way 
in Mr, Greenſhields and his Party,to appeal to the Queen to ſupport them againſt 
that Supremacy, which the Law has Eſtabliſh'd in Her Crown, with relation to 
the Church of England, of which he profeſſes himſelf to be a Presbyter. 

His Argumentum ad Hominem, to the Scots Her rol. as he ſuppoſes it, 
pag. 17. becauſe they never efteem'd any Deed of the State to have depriv'd 
them of their Spiritual Power, is Foreign to the Purpoſe, becauſe they did 
not in this, act contrary to the principles of their own Church, as he and 
his party manifeſtly do, contrary to thoſe cf the late Epiſcopal Church of 
Scotland, declard in the Act of Parliament above-mentioned. Beſides, the 
Church of England her ſelf, makes a manifeſt Difference betwixt the Power of 
a Biſhop, and that of a Presbytcer : For the Glorious Martyr Arch-biſhop Cran- 
mer took his Cefimiſſion as Arch-biſhop, wherein the power of Ordination is 
mention'd as Flowing from the Kings Supremacy, whom he own'd to be the 
Fountain of all Secular and Eccleſiaſtical Juriſdiction ; but there is not one 
Word in it ob his taking the Character of a Preshyter from the King, becauſe 
in the Book ſet forth by the Authority of King Henry VIII. with the Appro- 
bation of the Church of England in his time, Entituled, A Neceſſary Doctrine 
and Erudition fon any Chriſtian Man, tis aſſerted under the Head of The Sacra- 
ment of Orders, that the Scripture makes expreſs mention only of Prieſts and 
Deacons, and bya Commiſſion aboveſaid, it appears that this Power of Ordi- 
nation was recker'd to be over and above what belong'd to Biſhops by Scrip- 
ture, and was to laſt no longer than'the Kings Pleaſure, as we find it in Dr, 
Burnets Hiſtory of the Reformation, Yol. II. Coll. of Records, pag. 91. 

We may add, That Mr. Greenſbields is very diſingenuous. in making this 
Objection, ſince by the Third Seſſion of King Charles II's Second Parliament, 
Act Ninth, All Ordinations, without Biſhops in Scotland, fince the Year 1661. 
were declared to be Null and Void, and the Magiſtrates requir'd to ſeize and 
impriſon all thoſe who did Ordain, or were Ordain'd, otherwite to Confiſcate 
and Baniſh them, and make them give Bond not to return to His Majcſties 
Dominions,. and to be perpetually Impriſon'd in caſe of refuſal. According 
to the Talion Law, the Presbytcrians might have treated the Epiſcopal Party in 
the ſame manner, but ſince they have not, let the World judge on whoſe {ide 
Moderation lies. Tis not worth our while, nor indeed. neceſſary to enter into 
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the Theological part of the Debate, about the Validity of the Acts of Biſhops 
depriv'd by the Civil Power; but Greenſhields is very unhappy in his Inftances 
of the Apoſtles, and Ancient Chriſtian Miniſters, who continued the Exerciſe 
of their Paſtoral Office, tho' they were forbid by Pagan and Arian Powers: 
Since there's no manner of parallel betwixt whats done by Pagan and Heretical 
Governments, and what is done by Chriſtian and Orthodox Governors, nor 
can any reaſon be aſſign'd why he ſhould bring thoſe Inſtances, except it be to 
make our Civil Government Odious, in Concurrence with our protes'd Facobites, 
and other Diſaffected Perſons, who every day aſperſe it with the Blackeſt Ca- 
lumnies, that Malice can invent; but we are not to wonder at it, ſince he is 
ſo manifeſtly a Tool of that Seditious Faction, to create the like Dilturbances in 
Scotland, that others have done in Exgland. : | 

His Inſtance Pag. 18, that Popiſh Prieſts are admitted into the Church of 
England upon turning Proteſtants, without Re-ordination, notwithſtanding 
the Abuſes in the Romiſh Ordination; and tho Popiſh Biſhops Rand exaucto- 
rated by the Laws of Great Britain and Ireland, is not much for the Credit 

ol his Party, nor any way ſuitable to the Caſe in hand, except he can prove 
that the Church of Scotland admits Popiſh Prieſts upon the like Terms, and re- 
fuſes to do ſo to Proteliant Epiſcopal Prieſts, as the Church of England refuſes to 
admit Presbyterian Miniſters without Re-ordination, a Practice which we all 
know was not from the beginning, but only ſince the Reſtoration of K. Charles 
II. and what the Deſign of it was then 1s well enough known. 

For his Inſtance in that ſame Page, that the Church of Scotland has admitted 
ſome of thoſe who were ordain'd by depriv'd Biſhops, tis nothing at all to his 
purpoſe, for they were impower'd by the 5th Act of the 1ſt Parliament of Mil- 
liam and Mary, to admit or receive ſuch Miniſters as they thought fit upon 
due Application; whereas Greenſhields owns himſelf, that he not only exercis'd 
his Miniſtry without their Authority, but contrary to it, and declin'd it. pag. 
22 of his Caſe. , 

Mr. Greenſbields's Friend inſiſts in the Advertiſement prefix'd to his Caſe, 
that tho' the Biſhop of Roſs was exauctorated as a Biſhop, yet he was not un- 

resbyter'd ; ſo that he was well enough ordain'd to officiate in North Britain; 
but he may be pleas d to know that this is meer trifling, for Mr. Greenſhields 
did not plead the Validity of his Ordination on that Head; therefore he had 
no wrong done him upon that Account: Beſides, tho* we ſhould allow the 
ſaid Biſhop to continue a Presbyter, he could legally perform no part of his 
Office in Scotland, becauſe he refus'd the Oaths; but we can tell him further, 
that if the Biſhop had not been exauctorated, his Ordination of Greenſhields was 
not Canonical, becauſe perform'd out of his own Dioceſs. 

In that ſame Page he alledges, in Juſtification of his Practice, that he believes 
the Epiſcopal Church of Scotland is now incorporated with the Church of Eng- 
land by the Union of the Two Kingdoms, which is one of the moſt abſurd 
Propoſitions that ever was utter d by Man; for there was no Scots Epiſcopal 

Church in Being to be incorporated with that of England; therefore the U 1 5 
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Act neither did, nor could take Notice of any ſuch thing ; but on the contrary 
ratifies thoſe Scots Acts which laid the Epiſcopal Government in Scotland aſide, 
and declared Prelacy and the Superiority of any Church Officer to that of a 
' Presbyter to be an inſupportable Grievance and Trouble to the Nation, as it is 
expreſs' d in the Scors Claim of Right, and, as has been mention'd already, 
Eftabliſh'd Presbytery as the only Government of the Church of Chriſt in that 
Kingdom, - without any manner of Exception, and to continue unalterable to 
the People of that Land in all fucceeding Generations, as 1s cvident by the 6th 
Act of the ath Seſſion of the fitſt Parliament of Her preſent Majeſty there, which 
is ratify d Verbatim in the Union Act by the Parliaments of both Nations. Be- 
ſides, the Epiſcopal Church of Scotland, when it was in Being, was quite dif- 
ferent from that of England in Conſtitution, Government, Diſcipline and Wor- 
(hip, as has been already obſerv'd ; ſo that it was impoſſible for them to be in- 
corporated without an Expreſs Act of Parliamentzfor the Church of England is 
founded upon their own Statutes, which could not be repeal'd or alter d but in 
Parlianient; whereas the Epiſcopal Church of Scotland was by the firſt Act of the 
firſt Seſſion of the 2d Parliament of King Charles I, in Scotland founded upon 
the Prerogative, and made alterable at the Pleaſure of the Prince, as has been 
obſerv d again and again: Therefore, ſince Mr. Greenſhields and his Advocates 
can produce no Act for incorporating thoſe two Churches, they muſt be content 
to bear the Charge of advancing one of the moſt falſe and groundleſs Propo- 
ſitions that ever was invented in the-World, _ ; 

To this we may add, that ſuch an Incorporation betwixt the Church of 
England and the Epiſcopal Party that diſſent from the Church of Scotland, was 
impracticable in it {elf upon another Ground,viz, That the Epiſcopal Diſſcnters 
in Scotland diſown the Civil Government, and mov'd for an Indulgence in that 
Nation by an Addreſs to Her Majeſty, to be preſented by Dr. S:#, late Dean 
of Glaſgow, and Dr. Steen, late Provoſt of the Old College in St. Andrem, drawn 
up by the Advice both of-Churchmen and Lawyers, without any Promiſe of qua- 
lifying them ſelves, as tis expreſsd in the Letter of Mr. Richard Scot, Parton of 
Aſhkirk, dated Fan. 11. 1703. Whereas the Church of England has both 
taken the Oaths to the preſent Government, and abjur d the Pretender; ſo that 
the Faction may as well talk of incorporating Oil avd Water, as of incorpo- 
rating the Epiſcopal Diſſenters in Scotland, who are-profeſs'd Facobites, with the 
Church of England as by Law eftabliſh'd, which has declar d for the preſent 
Government and the Proteſtant Succeſſion ; aid for ſuch of the Epiſcopal Party 
as join in Communion with the Church of Scotland, there's. no occaſion of an 
Indulgeuce. 5 | 

We come next to conſider what Mr, Greenſhields ſays as to his being qualify'd 
by taking the Oaths, and the Liberty he conceives he and others have by Lay 
to ſet up a ſeparate Way of Worſhip in Scotland, . EE 

As to his taking the Oaths, he no where aſſerts that he took them in Scotland, 
dut only inſiſts upon Teſtimonials of * being admitted to a Cure in Sedans 

5 5 an 
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and of his good Affection to Her Majeſty and Her Government there, which is 
nothing at all to the purpoſe, nor-what the Civil Magiſtrates in Scotland could 
take the leaſt Notice of; for, according to the 6th Act of the 4th Seſſion of K. V. 
& Q. Me. firſt Parliament for taking the Oath of Allegiance & Aſſurance, all Preach- 
ers and. Miniſters of the Goſpel what ſoever,are to take the Oaths before the proper 
Magiſtrates, ſuch as were provided of Benefices on pain of Deprivation,and ſuch 
as were not, on pain of Baniſhment and ſuch other Puniſhment as the Council 
ſhould think fit, which fully juſtifies what the Magiſtrates of Edinburgh have 
done to Mr. Greenſhields, ſince he did not take the Oatlis in Scotland, tho' there 

had been nothing elſe to ſay againſt him. By the 22d Act of the ſame Scſſion, 
tis enacted, That none be continued or admitted a Preacher within that Church 
without taking the Oath, and ſigning the Aſſurance as appointed by the for- 
mer AQ, certifying, That ſuch as ſhall not fo qualify themſelves and make 
Application to the Aſſembly or other Church Judicatures in an orderly way, 
ſhould be depoſed tam ab Officio quam 4 Beneficio, and all Magiſtrates, Judges, 
& Officers of Juſtice, are ordeted to give due Aſſiſtance for making the Sentences - 
and Cenſures of the Church and Judicatures thereof to be effectual, which fully 
juſtifies what the Presbytery and Magiſtrates of Edinburgh have done againſt Mr. 
Greenſhields ; ſince he has neither taken the Oath, nor made Application to the 
Magiſtrates or the Church in a regular manner, but ſet up to preach at his own 
Hand, or by his own Authority. 5 . 

Iis in vain for Mr. Greenſbields and his Faction to think to evade this by 
their Plea, that they are not within the Communion of the Church of Scotland; 
and therefore thoſe Acts don't reach them, ſince tis plain that thoſe Acts 
reach to all Preachers whatever, without any Exception, whether they be 
provided to Benefices or otherwiſe z and by the Union Act Presbyterian Go- 
vernment is made the only Church Government within the Bounds of 


the Kingdom of Scotland, and is to continue unalterable ; ſo that no o- 


ther Government can be {ct up there, nor can any Preacher or Miniſter what- 
ever decline the Authority of their Church Judicatures ; for even thoſe - 
of the Epiſcopal Preachers, who by the Act for, ſettling the Quiet and 
Peace of the Church, Cc. are allow'd upon their taking the Oaths to con- 
tinue in their Bencfices without conforming to Presbyterian Government, 
are made —_— to the Power and Cenſure of the Church in caſe of Scandal, 
Negligence, Error or Infufficiency. And at the ſame time their Paſtoral Charge 
is confin'd to their own Pariſhes without any Power either to Licenſe or - ordain - 
Miniſters, or to exerciſe any Part of Government in; General Aſſemblies, Sy- 
nods or Presbyteries, until they be duly aſſum'd by a competent Church Ju- 
the 


dicatory, as appears by the zyth Act D Church of the th Seſ- 
fion of the firſt Parliament of King William. Nowe certainly, ſince the Law - 


would not allow à Power of Ordination to ſuch Epiſcopal Miniſters as 
were ſuffer'd' to keep their Benefices, it can nexer be ſaid to allow it ta 
fach as were depos d. 


Then 
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Then as to Mr. Greenſbield's Plea, That he and others who are not in the 
Communion of the Church of Scotland, are at Liberty to ſet up another Form of 
Worſhip, and are no ways prohibited by Act of Parliament ſo to do, tis ſo 
falſe, that one would wonder at his Confidence to aſſert it, ſince tis plain b 
the Union Act, Ratiiy'd by the Parliaments of both Kingdoms, that the Worſhip, 
as well as the Diſcipline and Government of the Church of Scotland, is to continge 
without any Alteration, to the People of that Land in all ſucceeding Generations, as 
appears by the 5th of Queen Anne, Cap. 8. Sect. 2. in the Engliſh Stature Book, 
and by At 6 and 7, Seſſion 4 of Queen Annes It Parliament in the Statutes of 
Scotland, From all which it appears, that no other Form of Worſhip than that 
us d at preſent by the Church of Scotland, can, or ought to be ſet up there by 
Law, which fully juſtifies the mention made of Mr, Greeaſhields's introducing a 
Form of Worſhip there, contrary to Law, both by the Mag iſtrates and Presbytery - 
of Edinburgh.” | a 

Having thus ſhew'd, that his Ordination, and his ſetting up a Meeting-Houſe, 
with a ſeparate Worſhip, were both contrary ta Law, we come next to conſider 
the other Reaſons he alledges for having done ſo. The 13F we ſhall take Notice 
of is, that he had loſt his Cure in Freland, which by the way, is no great proof 
of bis being eſteem d there, otherwiſe no Body would: have thought it worth 
their while to deprive him of a Cure, which according to our beſt Information, 
did not exceed x5 or 20 pound per Annum, and ſince he had been there from 
the Year 1694, as he himſelf confeſſes, without any further Advancement, tis 
no great Argument of his Merit. The 2d is, that he was obliged to think of 
another Chriſtian and Lawful way of Livelyhood for himſelf, and his Family of 
7 Children, which no doubt, is the Truth of the caſe; but whether the way 
he took, was Chriſtian or Lawful, we refer to what has been ſaid above. In 
the mean time, tis another ſtrong Argument of his being diſeſteem'd in Jreland, . 
when ſo {mall a Cure Was taken from him, conſidering that he had no other 
way to maintain his numerous Family. This might very well give the Pret- 
bytery of Edinburgh, juſt reaſon to ſuſpeR, that he was a very unfit Perſon to be 
entertain'd there, eſpecially ſince it can be prov'd, that his Converſation was 
very unbecoming his Character. The 3d Cauſe he alledges, is, that there was 
a good number of Perſons in Edinburgh, well diſpos'd to the Church of England, 
and that a Meeting-Houſe where the Worthip of that Church was us d, Would 
tend to the promoting of Piety and Religion, Cc. And that of this Number, 
there were ſeveral Perſons: and Families of Engli/h,” who ſince the Union, have 
ſettled there, on account of their Imployments in Her Majeſties Service; who, . 
as tis pretended, in the Advertiſement: before his Caſe, are at leaſt doubtful uf 
the Presbyterian Ordination. But the vanity of this pretence 1s eaſily ſeen thro}, - 
ſince he owns himſelf, pag. 19. that he has ſeen and known that Worſhip 
practiſed in ſeveral places of Edinbyrgh, tor upwards of twenty Years; - belides + 
tis known, that there are other Meeting-Houſes there at preſent, where that 
Worſhip is us'd, and not ſo much frequented, - but ſuch Engli/h-as are there, 
might and room enough in them, As to what is ſaid, that thoſe Engl uy | 
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leaſt doubtful of the Validity of Presbyterian Ordination, he ſhould have told 
who they were, for the Engliſh Barons of the Exchequer, and Commiſſioners of 
' Exciſe and. Cuſtoms, deny they gave him any Invitation, and forbad their 
' Servants and inferiour Ofticers to own him, and none of them expreſs any 
doubt concerning the Validity of the publick Adminiſtration there; ſo that 
molt, if not all of them. go to Church, and carry very reſpectfully to the publick 
. Miniſters, as they do to them: And it was indeed but reaſonable, the Go- 
vernment ſhould imploy none but ſuch Men there, ſince there's no Teſt to keep 
' Diſſenters from the Church of Scotland, out of publick Imployments. Beſides, 
thoſe doubts concerning the Validity of Presbyterian Ordination, are very new 
in that Country, for the. Body of Epiſcopal Miniſters, when ny had the 
Eſtabliſhment there, were ſo far from being doubtful of it, that they rather 
ſcem'd to excuſe their complyance with-Epiſcopacy, as a thing indifferent; and 
as we have heard by the Act of Parliament Re-ctabliſhing Epiſcopacy, the 
Form of Church Government was intirely left to the diſpoſal of his Majeſty and 
his Succeſſors, according to the declar'd Principles of that Party. Nor can this 
' Uncharitable Opinion about Presbyterian Ordination, be juſtify'd by the 
Authority of the Church'ot England, ſince by her 5% Cannon, the orders the 
Church of Scetland'to be pray d for as a True Church, wlien her Government, 
Doctrine, and Diſcipline, was the ſame as now Eltablith'd ; which is certainly 
a much greater Authority for the Validity, of her Ordination, than that of a 
few Schiſmatical, High-Flying Clergy- men is againſt it, '*'B-{1des, the Pre varica- 
tion of the Scors Epiſcopal Party in this matter is evident, ſince their Agents by 
the Formula they gave in to the General Aſſembly, for Admiſſion in 1691, 
offer'd to ſubmit to Presbytery as now Eſtabliſh'd, iii Name of all the Epiſcopal 
. Clergy of the North; and the principal thing they refus'd io comply with then, 
w_ + Sign the Confeſſion of Faith as the Doctrine which they themſelves 
believ'd. „ 
Beſides, tis very well known, that the firſt riſe of that Uncharitable Principle, 
which unchurches the far greater Part of all Proteſtants in the World, was 
. owing in Scotland to the profeſs'd Facobites, and fomented and encourag'd by 
that ſame Party, whom Contributions have been ſent down to ſttengthen, and 
keep up from Eneland ; wherein we are ſatisfy' d, the Charity of ſome good Men 
has been miſapplicd, who never intended it ſhould have been given to Men 
who refuſe to pray for the Qñueen; and yet the Diſpolers of it give it frequently 
to ſuch, when they paſs by thoſe that actually pray for Her. Theſe Diviſive 
Principles above-mentioned, begun firſt to appear barefac'd in 1703, when the 
Party having miſcarried in their Neſign, to procure an Indulgence to the 
Epi ſcopal Diſſenters in Scotland, which the Parliament there rejected, becauſe they 
{aw plainly, that under the Notion of that Indulgence, the Faction had a 
Deſign, not only to ſet up Meeting-Houſes, but to obtrude Preachers upon 
Churches; where, without taking the Oaiths to the Civil - Government, they 
might Train up Pcople in Diſaffection to it, and make way for the Pretender; 
yet they took the boldneſs: to {et up ſuch Meeting Houſes contrary. to Law, an 
One 
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Sne of the firſt who did ſb In the North of Scotland, was Sir James Strachan; 
formerly Incumbent at Keith, who was turn'd out of his Church for being it 
Rebellion with the Highland _—_ in 1689, and 1690. That Gentleman fet up 
a Meeting-Houſe in his former Pariſh, wherein he was ſucceeded by feveral 
Perſons of the ſame Kidney with himſelf, who were chiefly enconrag'd by 
known Facobites, and particularly by the Laird pf Bon, again whom a Pr 
clamation was iſſued for being in the late Invaſion with the Pretender. *Tis 
alſo well known, that the ſaid Sir Fames Strachan, had one Son kill'd in Rebellion, 
and two who were Popith Prieſts; that the ſetting up of thoſe ſeparate Mectings, 
is Seen Papiſts all over the Country, where they contribute to the 
Support of them, eſpecially in the North of Scotland, where they breed up the 
People in a good Opinion of the Papiſts, fo as they make no Scruple to fay 
that they had rather go to Maſs, than to the Eſtabliſhed Church, It can al 
be prov'd, that there's a very mou Underſtanding betwixt the Preachers in 
and 1 and the Popiſh- Biſhops, 
m 


thoſe pretended Church of Eng 8, AN 
who live openly in thoſe Parts; and that thoſe Schiſmatical Preachers not on 


intrude into the Pariſhes of Presbyterians, but alſo into thoſe of the Epiſcopal 
Miniſters, wlio were allowed to continue in their Churches and Benefices by 
the Act of Parliament above mentioned, upon their taking the Orths to the 
Civil Government: And that they treat the ſaid Epiſcopal Miniſters with as 
much Spite and Contempt, becauſe they have taken the Oaths, as they do the 
Profeſs'd Presbyterians. We could give many Inſtances of this, but ſhall con- 


tent our ſelves with one, which is that of Mr. George Strachan, who was ficens'd 
as Greenſhields was by the exauctorated 


by the exauctorated Biſhop of Aſurray | 
Biſhop of Roſs, and intruding to- preach in the Pariſh of Keith, from whence he 
was diſcharg'd by the Privy Council, becauſe of his diſaffection to the Go - 
vernment, he afterwards ſet up Houſe and Field-Meetings in the Pariſhes of 
Epiſcopal Incumbents not only in Oppoſition to thoſe Miniſters, but to ſeveral 
Epiſcopal Gentlemen of thoſe Pariſhes of good Account, who make no Scruple 
to attend the Miniſtrations of the Presbyterian Miniſters, and declare ee 


againſt thoſe Schiſmatical and Seditious Practices o the Epiſcopal Di enters, 


Biſhop Bruce, who reſides openly at Preſholm, and his Brother 


whereas the 1 

the Popiſh Biſhop Macterdale, who lives 2 in the Eynzeee, and their 
Miſſionaries avowedly take the Part of thoſe Intruders, bewail them as Perſe- 
cuted Men, exclaim againſt the Government on their Account; and to ſhew 


the Harmony in Religion betwixt that Party and the Papiſts, Sir James Strachan 
above-mention'd openly declar'd, that if there were any Religion 1n the World, 
*twas that which is preſerv'd in the Church of Rome, as can be prov'd by an 
Epiſcopal Miniſter, who heard him ſay fo ; and he us d every Lord's Day to give 
Abſolution tq his Hearers, which they call'd a Pardon, for any thing they had 
done againſt the Articles of the Creed, or Ten Commandments. 7 8h 
By all this we ſee with what fort of Men tis that Greenfhjelds has aſſociated 
kimlelf; and yet he has the n to Appeal to the Queen and tlie ou 
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of Lords "x Protection againſt thoſe Laws, which.fhey themſelves had concurrd 
to eſtabliſh. | 3 77 - Os 228 , 

But becauſe it may ſeem ſtrange that Mr. Greenſhields met with ſuch Oppoſiti- 
on, while other Meeting-Houſes were not diſturbd, tis proper to acquaint the 
Publick with the Reaſons of it. Mr. Greenſbields relying upon ſome Friends 
he has in that Country, on bis Plea of being a Presbyter of the Church of 
England, on his having taken the Oaths in Z7reland, and his pretended Loyalty 
to the Government, thought himſelfin a better Condition to brave theEſtabliſh'd 
Church than the reſt of his Seditious Brethren, who could not make ule of the 
like Arguments ; therefore not contenting himſelf with the Exerciſe of his 
Worſhip in the Canongate, which is one of the Suburbs, he had the Aſſurance 
to hire another Houſe in the principal Street of the City, where he aſſembled his 
Hearers juſt over againſt the Great Church, where four particular Pariſhes meet 
for publick Worſhip, and was ſo inſolent, as to begin and diflolve his Meeting 
at the very ſame time, and his Hearers when they diſſolv'd ſtood impudently 
on the other ſide of the Street to aftront, and out- brave thoſe who frequented 
the Etabliſh'd Worſhip. The People being incenſed at this inſolent Behaviour 
of Greenſhields and his Hearers, which they had reaſon to think was done on- 
purpoſe to provoke Well-meaning People to Tumults and. Mobbs ; and being 
at the ſame time provok'd by the Inſolence of the Papiſts, and by the Enthuſia- 
ſtical Falſe Prophets that came down from England, it occalion'd a general 
Uneaſineſs in the Minds of thoſe who were for the Eſtabliſh'd Government in. 
Church and State, Upon this a conſiderable Body of the chief People, both in 
the City. and Neighbouring Country, in a fair and regular way, made an 
Addreſs to the Commiſſion of the General Aſſembly againſt thoſe Diſorders : 
Upon which the Commiſſion made the Act, which Greenſhields has inſerted in 
the 6th Page of his Caſe againſt thoſe Innovations and Diſorders according to 
the Acts of Parliament therein mentioned, and the Act of the General Aſſembly, 
in which they proceeded ſtrictly according to Law for preſerying the Peace of 
the Church and Kingdom, and referr'd Mr, Greenſhields Caſe to the Presbytery of 
Edinburgh, who fummon'd him before them according to Law, as has been already 
mention'd, and forbad him to exerciſe any Part of his Office within their Diſtrict; 
82 every one who conſiders the Premiſſes, muſt ſay, they had very good 
reaſon. 

This is what he and his Advocate falfly call Perſecution, tho' if it really 
were ſo, they of all Men in the World have the leaſt reaſon to complain of it, 
ſince any Man who will caſt his Eye upon the Svots Statutes from 1661 to 1688 
will find, that when the Epiſcopal Party had the Eſtabliſhment, they perſecuted 
the Presbyterians to Fining, Impriſonment, Confiſcation, Baniſhnient and 
Death; and particularly by Parl. 1. of James VII. Act 8. Preaching at Houſe 
or Field- Meetings was puniſh'd. by the Confiſcation and Death of the Miniſter, 
and aſſembling at Field Meetings inferr'd the like Penalty to the Hearers. By 
the 24th Act of that ſame Parl. all Freeholders were order to inſert a Clauſe in. 
weir Leafes to Tenants, to oblige them to Conforwity, under pe 3+" 

nd. 
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And tis well enough known, that MY of the -Biſhops and Epiſcopal 
Clergy, prefs'd the Execution of thoſe Severe Laws in a Barbarous manner, to 
provoke the People to Inſurrections, or to ſtand on their Defence when aſſaulted, 
that they might have Occaſion to puniſh them on a Civil Account. 
Mr. Greenſhields would inſinuate, that ſeveral of thoſe Nonjurants are con- 


niv'd at by the Eſtabliſhd Church, but unhappily forgets himſelf, that the con-

Repreſentations have been made to Her Majeſty, and Her Miniſters, both by the 
General Aſſemblies, and particular Commiſſioners from the Church againſt | 


thoſe Seditious Meeters and Intruders, that Her Majeſty has iſſued Proclama- 
tions againſt them, and that ſeveral of em have been proſecuted acccording to 
Law ; but they have, notwithſtanding, been ſupported by thoſe whoſe Dut 

was to ſuppreſs them, and who are Perſons of the ſame Principles with thoſe 
that ſupport him, and made the whole Iſland eccho with the Noiſe of Perſecu- 


tion when any of em were diſturb'd, and particularly when ſome of their 


Meeting-Houſcs were (hut up at the Time of the late Invaſion. | 


As to the principal Part of Greenſhields Defence, that he prays for Her Ma- x 
zeſty, and Princeſs Sophia, for which he thinks he deſerves more Favour, tis 
very well known that in ſeveral of thoſe Meetings, where they pretend to do ſo, 


they make no ſcruple to tell the Facobites, who would not otherwiſe frequent 
them, that by the Queen, they mean the Dowager of the late King James, and 


by Princeſs Sophia, her pretended Daughter, who having a great many Names as 
well as her Brother, they ſay Sophia is one of em. 


Beſides, there's this remarkable difference betwixt the Caſe of Greenſhields, and 


that of the Scots Nonjurant Preachers, viz. That the Church of Scotland havin 


exoner'd themſelves of that matter, as above, they can do no more to ſuppreſs 


them, without the Concurrence of the Civil Government, whoſe Buſineſs tis. 


But his being the firſt Attempt of the kind, they could not in Duty forbear . 
taking notice of him, ſince he laid the Foundation of a Faction to ſet up as 
Freebooters in Matters of Religion, without Commiſſion from, or Dependance 

upon, iy ctabliſh'd Church on Earth, that we know of ; and not only with- - 


out any ſhadow of Law, but expreſiy contrary to the Union Act, which is 
the molt folemn Statute that ever was made in the Iſland, and indiſſolvable in 


its own nature, becauſe made by two diflin& independent Nations, who can 


no more meet as ſuch to repeal it, 


Let the Publick judge then whether it be fit for the ſake of one Man, who | 


ſays he prays for the Queen, to deprive the Church of Scotland of that Juriſdicti- 
on which the Law has inveſted her with, to call any Preacher within the 


Bounds of Scotland to an account by what Authority he does ſo; for if the be 
depriv'd of that Power, the Church of England can't have it, becauſe her Ju- 
riſdiction nettlier does nor can reach to Scorlard ; fo that this were the ready: 
way to ſet up a Party of Men independent on all. Churches and States; for.

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according to them the ARs of Parliament have nothing to do with them; ſo 
that they may preach Hereſy, and pray for whom they pleaſe, and as they 

leafe, This is certainly at the Bottom of Mr. Greenſhields Plea, and by the 
Party that ſupports him, we may gueſs that all the Service is deſign'd for the 
Pretender, We know the Church of England will never allow of this Practic 
that any ſingle Perſon or Party, without Authority of Church or State, ſhould | 
{ct up Forms of Worſhip any where contrary to the Eftabliſhment, ſince ſhe 
her ſelt᷑ does not pretend to make a Form on any particular Occaſion, without 
a Previous Order from the State. | 

'Tis not worth while to inſiſt upon the trifling Account, which Mr. Green- 
ſhields gives us of the Oppoſition he met with in his ſeveral Meeting-houſes,and 
of the Reflections he caſts upon the Proprietor of one of them, for which we have 
no other Proof than his own Aſſertion: But to ſhew the Malice and Ignorance : 
of himſelf and his Champion, tis proper to take notice, that the altering of 
the Houſe to make it a Mecting could not be legally done, by the particular 
Laws of the City, without the Concurrence of the Dean of Guild, becauſe the 
removing of Partitions and Supporters, without due Precaution, may endanger . 
the Lives of the Inhabitants, and much more if any of the Rooms be crowded 
with People, ſince every one knows that tis common at Edinburgh, where 
Houſes are large, for ſeveral Families to live in different Floors of the ſame. 
Houſe'; fo that the Dean of Guild did no more than what he was oblig'd to 
by the Laws of the City, to pull down Mr. Green/hields's Desks, Cc. and to 
reſtore the Houſe as 'twas, without any Petition from the Landlord, who was 
liable to anſwer the ſuffering of any ſuch Alteration to be made in his Houſe 
without the Concurrence of the ſaid Dean. And whereas he inſifts that he 
ought to have been admitted to prove by Witneſſes, that the Houſe was let to 
him for a Meeting, he and his Champion may be pleas'd to know, that no 
Proof, but what is in Writing, or by the Oath of the Party, can be admitted 
in Scotland for any Stipulation above 100 J. Scots in Value. But we refer for 
the Truth of this Matter to the Paper annex d at the end of theſe Remarks by 
the Dean of Guild and his Council, 5 ee 

What Greenſhields ſays, P. 2, and 3: that he had notice both by an eminent 
Perſon in the Government, and by the Lord Provoſt of Edinburgh, that he was 
likely to meet with Trouble if he proceeded, and of his hiring a third Houſe 
after he had been put out of the former two, makes perfectly againſt him, is an 
evident Proof of his mutinous Temper,and of his deſign to create a Diſturbance, 
from which the Advice of ſuch two eminent Perſons had been enough to di- 
vert him, had he been endow'd with the leaſt Loyalty te the Queen and Go- 
vernment. He is miſtaken, if he think that the Church of England, under whoſe | 
Protection he would ſhelter himſelf, will countenance any ſuch Practices which 
are contrary to the Laws of England, where no Man can ſet up a Meeting-houſe 
otherwiſe than as the Law directs, by a due Application to the Civil Magi- 
ſtrate. So that from his own Mouth he ſhews, that the People who addreſs d 
againſt him, and that the Preabytery and Afagiftrates of Evinhwgh, who dif

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charg'd him to preach there any more, dad very good reaſon for fo doing; 
ſince tho* he was told, as he owns himſelf, pag. 2. that if he proceeded a Mob 
could not be prevented, yet he would proceed notwithſtanding the ſucceeding 
-Prohibitions both by the Presbytery and Magiſtrates; Which ſhews that he was 


£eſolv'd to procure a Tumult at any rate. N 
We cannot but take notice, that p. 3. he ſeems to own that his Proteſtation 


againſt the Authority of the Presbytery was not ſo accurate as it ſhould have | 
been; but why did he adhere to it then a ſecond time, as he owns he did; 
and why has he publiſh'd it himſelf, as what he glories in now, that his Ad- 
vocate has lick't it up in another Form ? His malicious Reflection upon the 
Presbytery in the ſame place, as a Crowd, only diſcovers his Rancor, ſince 
every one knows with what Regularity and Order 311 the Judicatures of the 
Church of. Scotland, from the loweſt to the higheſt, are held. His Inſinuation 
of the abſolute Power of that great Judicature, as he calls it in Deriſion, is per- 
fectly falſe; for they muſt proceed according to the Laws of the Land, 
and the Acts of the General Aſſembly of the Church according to thoſe Laws, 
as appears by the Act of the Commiſſion, which he himſelf has inſerted in his 
Caſe, by which it is plain he is one of that fort of Men who ought to have 


better Memories. ; 
His aggravating the Treatment he met with becauſe he was a Stranger, is 
of a piece with the reſt, ſince every one knows that Strangers are as civilly us d 
In that Country as any Where elſe in Europe; and he was not fo much a 
Stranger, but he had Acceſs to Perſons of Eminence in the Government, and tg 
the Lord Provoſt, as he owns himſelf. ; 3 
The threatning Letter which he . was ſent him after the Prohibition by 

the Presbytery and Magiſtrates, if he would not deſiſt, and his going on- with 
his illegal Meeting notwithſtanding, is a further Proof of his mutinous Deſign; 
but ſince no ſuch Rabbling befel him, as ſeems to be threatn d by that Letter, 
notwithſtanding his obſtinate Perſiſtance in his ſeditious Courſe, we have 
reaſon to think that this Letter was contriv'd and ſent by ſome of his own 
Faction to throw an Odinm upon the Presbyterians, and fo much the rather, 
becauſe tis very well known that the Miniſters of the City did unanimouſly 
adviſe the People to forbear all Tumults on that account, and to leave the 
Criminals to due Courſe of Law. But ſuppoſing it to be otherwilc,it very ill 
becomes him or his Party to find fault with it; for tho Mobs and Tumults be 
in no caſe allowable, yet certainly a Mob in defence of the Law is much leſs 
cCulpable than his aſſembling a parcel of Facebites, and ſetting 2 Meeting with 

a new Form of Worſhip in oppoſition to it; and eſpecially if it be true, as is 
alledg d in the ſaid Letter, which is probable enough, that he rail d upon the 
eſtabliſh'd Confeſſion of Faith and Catechiſms, without ſigning and approving 
of which, as their own Confeſſion, no man can by Law be ſuffered to preach in 
that Country, as appears by Act 12414 Parl. 1. of William and Mag, excepting 
ſo far as the Epiſcopal Incumbents are 1271 with by the 27 Act 1695. 


His Inſtance, p. 6; that Piſſenters 5 ngland are not oblig d to fübnnit to 


he 
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the Cenſures of the eſtabliſh'd Church there, if they prove their Ordination: 
and vindicate themſelves from any thing unworthy of their Miniftry, is no- 
thing at all to his purpoſe, ſince the Church of England does not allow any 
Man to preach publickly, that has no other Ordination, but from an exaucto- 
rated Biſhop, and declines Her Authority. In the mean time we cannot but 
take notice of the Aſſertion of the Author of the Remarks on Greenſhields Caſe, 

6. where he denies there's any. Teleration in England, which is very unbecom- 
ing Lanzuage ; but we know whence he has it, and tis a plain Proof that 
Greenſhieids was embark d in the ſame ſeditious Deſign in Scotland as others 
have been in England, ſince he equally with them flies in the face of the 
Legiſlature, and particularly in that of the Commons of Great Britain, who in 
their Articles of Impeachment own that there's a Toleration granted by Law 
in England. His Inſtance of the Diſſenters in Ireland is every whit as trifling; 
the Diſſenters there have been for mary Years in Poſſeſſion of a free Liberty to 
worſhip God in their own wap, till *twas lately attempted, but without Succeſs, 
by ſome of Greenſhields's Friends. Beſides, the Cale is vaſtly different; for tho 
there be no Toleration there by Law, for the want of which let others anſwer; 
yet every one knows the Diſſenters there have twice in the Memory of Man beem 
the chief Inſtruments of ſaving that Kingdom from Popery and Slavery; where- 
as the Epiſcopal Diſſenters in Scotland have acted juſt the Reverſe, join'd with 
the late Viſcount of Dundee & others in Rebellion againſt the Government, as 
ſome of em did actually with the Pretender in the late Invaſion, and the reſt 
were ready to receive him with open Arms, which gives them but a very in- 
differen: Title to plead for the Protection of the Government, and that too con- 
trary to Law, ſince their Schiſin is notoriouſly founded on refuſing the Oaths 
to the Government, for which they were depriv'd by Act of Convention and 
Parliament. | | 

Mr. Greenſhields's Friend is very unhappy in Reaſoning, as well as in Story, 

ſince in the latter end of the ſame Paragraph he ſays, that if a diſſenting Miniſter 
reach in England or Ireland without a legal Toleration, tis the Magiſtrate's 
uſineſs to look to it, which perfectly gives up his Caule ; for ſince it has been 
fully prov'd that Mr. Greenſhields had no legal Right to preach in Scotland, the 
Civil Magiſtrate has done no more. than his Duty in impriſoning him. 

We cannot but take notice of a diſingenuous Reflection, p. 4. that great 
Numoers of the Presbyterian Preachers are not qualify'd og the Oaths, 
and none of *em pray for the Princeſs Sophia and the Proteſtant Succeſſion. We 
ouzht to have better Evidence for this, than that of a Perſon convicted of fo 
many Falſhoods, *Tis very well known that all of em are zealous for Her 
Majeſty's Government, and the Proteſtant Succeſſion, of which a ſtronger Proof 
cannot be given, than the Faſt appointed by the Church of Sotland upon the 
Invaſion, for which of their own accord, they deſired the Concurrence of the 
Civil Government to humble themſelves before God, and pray that he would 
diſappoint the Deſigns of our bloody and cruel Enemy, who hath imploy d his 
Poyer to ruine our hol Religion, to enſlave Europe, and to ſet the Pretender

Pag. 10. He ſays, that the only Reaſon aſſign'd for the Magiſtrates Sentence to 
impriſon him; is, that he judicially acknowledg d that he preach'd and per- 
form'd Divine Service publickly upon a Sabbath Day after he was diſcharg'd by 
the Presbytery, and in Contempt of the Magiſtrates Sentence; but the Falſhood 
of this is evident by what he ſays himſelf in that fame Page, and pag. 15. viz; 
That the Magiſtrates interpos'd their Authority to the Pregbyteries Sentence, and 
for alledg'd Contravention thereof have put him in Priſon. For the Presbyteries 
Sentence, to which the Magiſtrates have interpos d their Authority, as he gives 
it himſelf, pag.

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faid Aſſenibly or other Church Judicatures : But that his Majeſty's Grace 
ſhould ſtill bę patent to all, it allow'd that any Miniſter poſſeſs d of a Benefice, 
or otherwiſe, and then not depriv'd by Sentence, and afteryards aſſum d 

any competent Church Judicatory, ſhould be admitted and allow'd at what- 
ever. time they qualify d themſelves ; notwithſtanding any thing in the 6th 
and the 234 Act of 1693, to the contrary, which is all that is ratify'd by the 
Acts of 1700, 1702, and 1703, mention'd by Greenſbields.

140, She Excommunicates all thoſe who affirm, 
That no manner of Perſon, either of the Clergy or Laity, not being themſelves par- 
ticularly Aſſembled in the ſaid Sacred Synod, are to be 2 to the Decrees thereof in 
Cauſes Eccleſiaſtical,made and ratify d by His Majeſty's Supreme Authority. The. Plea 
is much ſtronger in behalf of the General Aſſemby ot the Church of Scotland, 
where the People are Repreſented as well as the Clergy 3: and tho' they never 
aflum'd a power of 1pſo Fatto Excommunication: Yet certainly there's as much 
Reaſon that their Decrees made in the Preſence of the Prince, or his Com- 
miſſioner, ſhould oblige all the Subjects in Eccleſiaſtical Matters, as thoſe of 
the Church of England. We know tis Objected, that there lies an Appeal 
from Eccleſiaſtical Judicatories in England, to a Coutt of Delegates :. But the 
roper Queſtion is, Whether there lies an Appeal to them from the Convocation?

T HE Complainer Mr. Fames Greenſhields, without a Legal Vocation ts 


be a Lawful Miniſter of any Church, or Communion, having pre- 
ſumptuouſly taken upon him to Preach and exerciſe all the Parts of 
the Miniſterial Function in Scotland, and that at Edinburgh, and with an un- 
common Oſtentation to practiſe what he had begun openly. 

The Reverend Presbytery of Edinburgh, did very ſuitable to their Duty, call 
him before them; And he did fo far acknowledge their juſt Authority as te 
Compear, and did produce a pretended Act of Ordination, bearing Date in 
Auguſt 1694, by the late Biſhop of Roſs, long after Prelacy, and all Superiority 
in Offices in this Kingdom above 1 had been Aboliſhed by Authori- 
ty of King and Parliament, in the 3d Act of Parliament, held in the Vear, 1689. 
Tho' this pretended Ordination was fo manifeſtly defective; The ſaid Mr. 
Greenſhields pretended to juſtify it, and carried himſeif ſo haughtily, as to de-

Council, being Conveened in Council, anent the Petition given in by John 
Learmond Merchant Burgeſs of Edinburgh, mentioning, That the Petitioner - 
having ſet a Dwelling-Houſe in Stewart's Court to Mr. James Greenſhields, 
preacher of the Goſpel, at the agreed Rent of Six Pounds Sterling, and true it 

Was, that the ſaid Petitioner did ſet the ſamen allennarly for a Dwelling- 


Houſe for the Accommodation of the ſaid Mr. Greenſhields and his Wife and 


ſeven Children, which he at taking, told he had to poſſeſs the ſamen, and 


that the ſaid Houſe was ſet and taken in preſence of John 2 Book-ſeller,
